DISTHKIBUTION OF PRIZES. 


DR. GREGG AND INTERMEDIATE 
EDUCATION, 

The annual distribution of prizes to the 
pupils of the Alexandra School, Dublin, was 
heid yesterday afternoon. The Archbishop of 
Dublin presided, and there were also on the 
platform:—The Provost of Trinity College, 
President of. Council; the Dean of Christ 


Church, Messrs. Henry 8. Guinness, Vice- 


Warden; Fane Vernon and W. M, Jellett, M.P., 
members of Council; Alfred Purser and R. F. 
Crook, M.A., members of Committee. Pro- 
fessor W. Thrift,-F.T.C.D., member of Com- 
mittee, wrote apologising for his absence. There 
were present, in addition, a large number of 
the pupils and their relatives and friends. 
Miss Mulvany, LL.D., Headmistress, read her 
report for the session, ended June, 1920, which 
staied that the numbers on the roll at the close 
of the session were 414, and of these 366 be- 
longed to the senior and junior schools, and 58 
to the kindergarten and transition depart- 
ments. The tests of the educational progress 
of the pupils, as afforded both by their own 
sessional examinations, held under the Com- 
mittee of Education, and by externa] examina- 
tions, showed satisfactory results. Of the 
pupils, out of a possible 580, who underwent the 
final examinations, 111 obtained an average of 
70 per cent. and upwards, and 29 an average of 
per cent.; that was, 39.4 of the whole 
number examined were adjudged to have 
merited either prizes or honourable mention in 
the year's work. In the previous session the 
corresponding percentage was 37.8 per cent. In 
religious knowledge 229 were under instruction, 
and of these 169 underwent examination; 51 
obtained 70 per cent. and upwards, and eeven 65 
per cent.; that is, 34.5 per cent. obtained dis- 
tinctions. The optional drawing classes were 
attended by 111 pupils: 24 prizes and five 


' honourable mentions were awarded, In the 
| classes for pianoforte and theory of music, 


under the direction of Mr. W. Vipond Barry, 
99 pupils received instruction. Of these 28 were 
adjudged prizes, and eight honourable mentions. 

upils attended experimental science classes, 
under the Department of Technical Instruc- 
tion+-41 in the junior grade course and 31 in the 


peters course. in holiday optional 
otanical work 12 pupils sent in collections; 11 
were awarded prizes. The extern examiners 


for our final examinations were :—Professor 
Henry Dixon, D.Sc., Trinity College; Professor 
Mary Hayden, M.A., University College; Mr. 
E. iú Burd, H.A., Senior Classieal Master, High 
School, Dublin; Professor John Cooke, C. of I. 
Training College; Rev. J. Riverdale Colthurst, 
M.A. (for arithmetic and geometry) ; Rev. H. K. 
Woodward, M.A., for religious knowledge, and 
Mise Edith Webb. Prizes were awarded on 
standards, and not in competition; except in 
the case of the exhibitions, the Jellicoe 
Memorial Prize in Letin and the Jeanie Turpin 
English Essay Prize, into which, necessarily, the 
stimulus of competition had to enter. The 
unrest. of outside affairs, the report stated in 
conclusion, had seemingly touched the children, 
and she would ask the parents to help in bring- 
ing back to school children more normal condi- 
tions of life, and less excitement. She also 
wished to thank her fellow-workers for their 
unwearying efforts to foster a proper sense of 
truth, honour, and earnest endeavour amongst 
the pupils. (Applause.) 


THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN. 


The Archbishop of Dublin, having presented 
the prizes, congratulated Dr, Mulvany sf the 
pupils upon the report. The Intermediate 
system, his Grace went on, played a tremendous 
part in their school life in Ireland, and he could 
not help looking at it with a certain amount 
of anxiety, aa well as interest. He had been 
watching Intermediate examinations and the 
results of those examinations for a great 
many years, and he could not help’ 
feeling that the Intermediate system, 
although it had done much good 
for Ireland, nevertheless should be watched 
with very greai care, because the tendency was 
mere! © passing of examinations. The mean- 
ing off education was not to train pupils to pass 
examinations, but theedeveloping and drawing 
out of (he faculties. iláren were sent to 
school in order that their faculties might be 
developed, that when the time came for them 
to step out to the wider field of life their 
faculties might all be ready for use. Examina- 
tions had this measure of utility—that those 
who would succeed in them had to put forth 
a considerable amount of tenacity, they must 
see that they can handle a certain large num- 
ber of facts and statements, and they must 
show a grasp of their subjects. But the mere 
stuffing of the memory with facts was noi a 
triumph of the human faculty. He supposed 
that the memory wes one of the least rational 
of their human faculties; it was one that people 
in a low etate of mental cultivation often 
possessed to a very great degree. A person did 
not possess cleverness because he had a pro- 
digious memory; a good memory was useful, 
but it was not one of the marks of the 
educated man or the educated woman, al- 
though it was a sery good fortune for an 
educated man or woman to have a good 
memory. It was very hard to say what they 
meant by an educated man or an educated 
woman, but he thought that-one of the things 

i aim at was to train the 


that 
faculties of appreciation, 1t was a great thing 
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for a man or woman to appreciate the right 
things, the right intellectual things, the mght 
moral things, and the right esthetic or artistic 
things. Appreciation meant appraising or 
seiting its proper price or value upon a thing, 
and the real educated man or woman was the 
man or woman who was able to set the true 
value upon things. Having spoken of the 
intellectual, moral and religious, and artistic 
sides of appreciation, the Archbishop said that 
he rejoiced to be there that afternoon and to 
hear the very satisfactory and satisfying report 
which Dr. Mulvany ,had given’ them. 
(Applause.) 

The proceedings were clo8ed with the Bene- 
diction. 


SERVICE AS JURORS. 


MR. JUSTICE DODD’S COMMENTS. 

Interesting matters affecting the response of 
jurors to calls for re? yo g attention Be us 
reeumption of the Dublin City Commission yesier- 
day came The by Mr. Justice Dodd. The Judge 
obeerved that he had instracted the Subsheriff to 
issue certain noticee io jitrors who had not ai 
tended to discharge the duty impoeed on them by 
he Lorcan Sherlock (City ®ub-Sheriff) said that 
he had intimated by letter to the jurors who failed 
te answer on Tuesday that they had been fined 
£2, and that if they did not anewer on the follow. 
ing Monday they would be involved in a fine of 
£10. The Judgo was, however, prepared to hear 
excuses. 

Forty names were then called. In most cases 
the owners made explanations. — 

One, William A. Sinclair, said that he had at- 
tended in the first instance on a jurors summons, 
and was not aware of the form of the oath. 

“That is not an excuse,” remarked the Judge. 

“1 am a citizen of the Irish Republic, and could 
not take the oath” responded Mr. Sincigir. . 

“T fine you £20 for contempt of Court the 
Judge retorted. “I cannot listen to anygn« who 
says he owes allegiance to anyone save the King. 

“The incident closed, the juror saying he had 

been fined for adhering to bis oath, which was a 
sacred thing. 
“he Judge allowed the £2 fines to stand, but 
refrained from imposing fines regarding the re- 
maining days, He then read the ollowing anony- 
mous jetter that he had received :— 

rs Whe Lord,—{ have read your statement abont 
fining jurors, but those men are almost always 
absent, and I never hear about these fines being 
paid. Why, at this Commission and at others, are 
the same men sworn on the jury At Ea Say 
mission the same men, or some of them, were sworn 
on the juries on Wednesday, Thursday, and Fri- 
day—three days in succession. How is it done? 
There are over one hundred names on the panel, 
and if you do not put a stop to the calling of these 
jurors who have served for the past two or three 
days they will be called and sworn again for the 
third and fourth time on Monday morning. This 
will be mos. unfair to those men who cannot well 
bear the loss of time aud money, and if they are 
called in place of ms” wee em ignored your 
Court I think it is only putting a premium on 
abstention.—l remain, OBSERVER. 

The Judge said that the matter of the incon- 
venience arising in connectiofi with the jurors had 
come before him and other Judges here and at the 
Four Courts. It was most unfair to those who 
did attend and could ill afford the loss of time 
and money, for others to remain away owing to 
the preseure of business.” It would be expedient, no 
doubt, for some of the latter to pay the fine of £2, 
while other men with more reasonable excuses re- 
mained away and could ill afford the payment of 
the fine. But the°writer of the Jetter was in error 
when he said the fines were never inflicted on the 
absent ones. The arrangements for the Sheriff 
were not perfect, as far as the legislation was con- 
corned, but the jurors’ book was prepared by Sir 
George Fottrell in September, acting on the return 
of the rate collectors for the time being. In the 
ease of those exempt, or having a legitimate 
reason, there was a method provided, but some- 
times people did not take the trouble to adopt the 
necessary means now that the Jurors’ A tion 
did not exist.

having now accepted all responsibility for the 
statement made contrary to the fact, the milli- 
tary authorities are relieved from all blame. 
I regret that counsel did not at once accept re- 
sponsibility when the Court in giving judgment 
used language of censure of the militery 
authorities, now found to be undeserved. The 
order of habeas cor pus having been discharged 
by consent, it ig not now necessary to take 
any further judiciel action in this painful, and, 
perhaps, unprecedented matter.

DUBLIN CORPORATION AND | 


AUDIT, 


In the King’s Bench Division yesterday the 
Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Gibson, and 
Mr. Justice Gordon (in absentia) gave judgment 
in the application of the Local Government 
Board against the Corporation of Dubin to 
make absolute a conditional order of mandamvs 
compelling them to submit their books, ac- 
counts, and vouchers to the auditor of the 
Board for audit, as required by law. 

The Lord Chief: Justice said that the Court 
would make an order for a peremptory writ of 
mandamus to issue, slightly modifying the con- 
ditional order by limiting the production to such 
books, accounts, and vouchers as were in pos- 
session, power, or procurement of the Corpora. 
tion, and the costs would be given against the 
Corporation, and also, jointly and severally, 
against the 19 special defendants who had been 
served with tbe conditional order. In making 
the order his. lordship expressed the hope that 
the Corporation would seriously and anxiously 
consider the,conséquences of disobedience. If it 
became necessary for the Court to Pxercise its 


full powers to enforce compliance, and writs of. 


Bequhstrapi d ajtachment were amped, 
result might Ye finakcial ruin to the éity, a 
untold misery to many of the citizens. How- 
ever strong the opinions of the Corporation 
might be they represented the whole body of 
the citizens at large, and they should realise 
that the contest should not be carried on by 
sacrificing the interests of the local community, 
and at the expense of the poor and sick, as well 
ag of labour and the well-to-do.

ARRESTS BY THE MILITARY, / 


The activity displayed by the Crown forces 
throughout the City of Dublin yesterday waa 
of an exceptionally vigorous character. Patrols 
of Auxihary Constabulary and military, travel- 
ling in motor vehicles, were conspicuous in 
many thoroughfares, pedestrian and vehicular 
traffic bemg “held up,” and all males subjected 
to a personal search.

The offi- 
cers and men treated the public with courtesy, 
and carried out their duties with discretion, 
but.. naturally, much inconvenience was. caused 
to the businees establishments, including the 
Henry Street .Warchouse, which were in the 
zone occupied by the military during a period 
of four hours. Jt is understood that seven 
arrests were made on the premises of the 
Henry Street Warehouse, where the search was 
continued until 2.30 p.m.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer had seen hie 
way to authorise the Ministry to submit to the 
‘House the proposal that, in respect of this ex- 
penditure of four millions, as it arose. he: would 
contribute from the Exchequer .at the rate of 
30 per cent. That would amount to £1,200,000, 
making a total sum available of £5,200,000, 
which would be given by way of direct grant 
to local authorities in respect of arterial roads. 
These would be made just as quickly ae the 
works developed, which were called for by the 
state of employment in particular districts. 
The Treasury contribution would rise peri pessu 
with the expenditure out of the road fund. The 
problems being urgent, it had been thought 
right to give further encouragement to local 
authorities, whose finances mnale them naturally 
reluctant to embark on enterprises involving 
capital expenditure. The Government were pre- 
pared to lend them SO per cent. of their 
expenditure, which, with the 50 per cent by way 
of grant, would relieve the local authorities from 
the immediate necessity of raising loans for 
themaclves. It was quite open to local authori- 
ties, if they could do so, to finance themselves. 
The scheme was tree from certain vices which 
had characterised past Schemes for the relief 
of unemployment, afd the Mimstry invited 
local authorities to co-operate with them. 
Ninety schemes had been provisionally agreed 
to with local authorities, at an estimated cost 
of some two millions. Thirty-five local authori- 
ties were concerned, and work had commenced 
on 35 echemes in Great Britain.

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NITROGEN FROM ‘AIR. 


NEW EXPERIMENTS IN 
GERMANY. 
USE OF GAS ENGINES. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
s BERLIN, DacgEMBHR. 14. 
Every possibility in Germany to-day—on’ the 


one hand, of economising ‘resources, and, on the 
other, of increasing productivity—is scrutinised 


to seo if it can be made to yield the least 
amount more of contribution fowards counter- 
balancing the load that weighs on the whole 
nation. The great field of the future is agri 
culture, for only by developing that will it be 
possible to bring the purchases from foreign 
countries down to that minimum which alone 
gives any chance of establishing a favourable 
balance of trade. Hence there is, as it were, 
a kind of sorting over of rubbish heaps, to see 
what. has been thrown away as useless, but 
stil! has value and can be utilised. - Among the 
most important discoveries dragged out from 
the dim memories of pre-war days and sub- 
jected to the critical light of present day 
scrutiny is another procese for the fixation of 
nitrogen. i 

The importance of nitrogen in chemical com- 
bination, to any country, hardly can be over- 
stated. In industry nitrogen compounds ere of 
fundamental value for the manufacture of ex- 
plosives, not only for war purposes, but for 
construction and excavation work. In the dye 
industry nitrogen compounds are immensely Im- 
portant. ‘In medicine they play a promment 
part, and for electrical apparatus a great deal 
is required; but the chief. use of all is im 
agriculture. Soil, to be fertile, must contain 
a certain fraction of nitrates, preferably of 
potassium salts. The growth of plants, parti- 
cularly wheat, exhausts the soi! of this essential 
ingredient, making it necessary for the missing 
constituent to be replaced. ' The rotation of 
crops brought this about in a natural way, 
for the nitrogen bacieria possess the power of 
causing the nitrogen and oxygen of the air to 
com@ine to form an oxide which dissolves in the 


moisture present in the soil to form nitrous 
and nitric acids. hese in their turn give 


rise to the nitrates, the sa'ta capable of being 

absorbed by plants as foods. The nitrogen 

bacteria are found in association with plants of 

the bean and pea family. Hence the sowing 

of these crops resulied in the periodical restora- 

tion of the soil to its virgim fertility. The 

spreading of horse and cow manure had a 

similar effect, because this refuse contains 

nitrogen in a different form of combination, 

and other bacteria are capable of attacking the 

compound and of rendering it into a form- 
again assimilable by plants. 

present state of life, particularly 
Germany, makes an intensification of produc- 
tion.-imperative. The easy-going method of 
leaving nature time enough to carry out the 
compensating work in land fertilisation is far 
too elow. ather must the land be, as it were, 
squeezed to give up its last grain of wheat to 
the grower. The unportation of nitrates from 
Chile or India is out of the range of possibility 
for Germany, partly because of virtual British 
monopolies, parily on account of the ralute 
obstacle, and partly because the commercial 
policy of Germany is directly aiming at restric- 
tion of imports. Hence the nitrogen of the 
cir must be utilised. 

The fixation of atmospheric — nitrogen 
artificial processes and the utilisation of the 
product as a substitute for the naturally re- 
curring nitrogen compounds is no new idea. 
The method was already well known before the 
war, especially in Norway. lt consisted in 
the passing of @ powerful electric current be- 
tween the poles of huge arc lampe placed in a 
stream of air, and in absorbing the small per- 
centage of nitric oxide formed. This process 
depends upon high temperature and high pres- 
sure being applied together, and, even so, the 
compound formed only remains if it is rapidly 
cooled after its appearances. By this process 
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be 


} it was possible with one kilowatt-power to form 


55 grams ef nitrogen peroxide. Th» method, 
therefore, though effective, was highly expen- 
eive, and only under such conditions as those 
prevailmg in. Norway, where the great pre- 
valence of waterfalls assures a supply of electric 
current at nominal cost, is it possible to pro- 
duce at a paying rate. The German Govern- 
ment has used such a process in its Imperia! 
Nitrogen Worke, but, though this was a suceess- 
ful scheme during the war, when the coset of 
nothing was ever considered, it of prime 
urgency te discover a process which will enable 
nitrates to be produced more gheaply. “ 

Such a process had been discovered in Ger- 
many before the war, for the recovery of 
nitrogen oxides from the waste gases of 
furnaces and foundries. The nitrogen oxides 
were waste products, and the yield per kilowatt- 
power was 80 grains as compared wath .50 in 
‘the above-mentioned process. But whereas, in 
the former case, the formation of nitrogen com 
pounds was the chief aim of the process, in the 
latter instance the electric current was pro 
dueed for quite a different purpose and only in 
cidentally produced nitrates. The surprising 

thing about the discovery that although 
“ made in Germany,” it was first tested practi 
eally in England, and only the outbreak of the 
war prevented this from being tried. 

The primeiple of the process is as follows :— 
The lerge gas-engines which had for years been 
the subject of incessant investigation reached, 
in 1912, such a stage of efficiency that they 
could be regarded as industrial accomplishments. 
In experiments made for the purpose of im- 
proving these engines it was shown that the 
period of combustion within the engine lasted 
much longer than had been assumed. The com- 
bustion did not take place instantaneously at 
the end of each piston-stroke, but extended over 
the whole period of the stroke. This slowness 
of combustion was attributed to the supposed 
fact of the collection of hydrogen at the walls 
of the cylinder. This layer of hydrogen gas 
cut off the transmission of heat to the gas to 
be consumed. To remove this defect of the 
machines, air or water was blown into the 
cylinder by a special cock. The blowing in of 
water, even in the form of vapour forced in by 
compressed air, was ineffective ; for the high 
latent heat of evaporation acted in the opposite 
sense. It resulted in delaying consumption still 
longer. | 

he blowing in of air for the distribution ef 
‘the hydrogen molecules had, however, the“re- 
sult desired. The combustion now took place 
almost instanianeously at the extreme end of the 
stroke. ‘This separation of hydrogen was, there- 
fore, quite counteracted, but another and quite 
unexpected result wag attained. The combus- 
tion took place in the cylinder at high pressure 
(about 25. atmospheres), and high temperature 
(about 1,200 degrees Celsius.) Phese are, how 
ever, the conditions for. the formation of 
nitrogen oxides... The nitrogen and oxygen are 
both present in the air blown. in. The neces 
sary cooling takes many as the waste gases 
pass through the eooling jacket of the cylinder. 
The formation of nitrous acid, when these waste 
gases come into touch with moisture, is a 
serious cause of @errosion of the iron, but 
counter measures can be taken. ‘The large gas 
engines exist in Germany in great numbers 
wherever current is generated for industrial 
purposes. If they were used to produce nitrogen 
compounds, very great sources of wealth woul! 
be opened up, so that there is reason. to expect 
that this. process will be widely adopted in 
Germany. 


REDUCTION OF PRICES. 
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The Labour Gazette states that the general 
level of retail prices of all commodities at De- 
cember lat was 169 per cent. above that of July, 
compared with 176 per cent,.on November Ist. 
The decrease is mainly due to the reduction of 
fourpence per Ib. on sugar. 
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SHIPBUILOING IN DUBLIN. 


The annual shipbuilding report of the Dublin 
Dockyard Company,: shows that five vessels 
with a oss tonnage of 8,672 were launched 
during 1820 Three of thesé were of approxi- 
mately 1,600 tons each, and of 900 horse-power. 
The largest vessel was the Glenstal, of 3,078 
tons, and 2,200 horse-power. In addition to 
this completed list, the company has on 
six vessels of an approximate aggregate tonnage 
of 12,500. Much important repair work has 
been carried out, and there are at present ten 
vessels in the yard undergoing repairs.

Such an exercise 
of discretion would be corrected either by the 
Court of appeal in Ireland or by their lord- 
ships’ House. The plaintiff in this case was 
an old a rmonng who resided in Ireland. He 
professed himself to be indifferent to ridiculous 
reproductions of his appearance in any coun- 
try but Ireland. It was to their reproduction

OIL FUEL SUPPLIES. 

Lord Pirrie. on his recent return from 
America, sounded notes of warning, first of all 
as to wastefulness of burning liquid fuel under 
boilers for stéam raising, and, secondly, as to 
the danger to shipowners of building, or con- 
verting on a large scale, vessels to burn oil, 
whether under boilers or in internal combustion 
engines, without first making sure of ;beir 
supplies of oil. I fully endorse what | or 
Pirrie said on those two points. But I weuld 
point out that there is no ground for pessimism 
as to future supplies of liquid fuel. The diffi- 
culty is that new supplies of oil gannot be 
opened up as quickly as supplies of coal, or as 
quickly as vessels can be built or couyerted. 
In the case of oil, ndt only have the fields to 
be located, but, after they have been located, 
a vast amount of work has to he done, and a 
vast amount of material and labour has to be 
provided in the direction of drilling, ‘aying 
pocraes, erection of storage tanks and 1e- 

neries, and building of tankers to transport 
the oil to the points of consumption. ‘lhe 
world’s production of liquid fuel, after deduct- 
ing what is consumed internally by refineries 
and on railways. probably available for sale

The Standard Oil Company before the 
war claim to have acquired certain oil rights 
in Palestine, which may for all anyone knows 
to-day, be just as val le as esopotamian 
oil rights. Similarly, we and other nationals 
before the war acquired rights in Mesopotamia 
and in other paris of the former Turkish Em- 
pire. All of these rights will necessarily have 
to be recognised to the extent of the non-enemy 
interests in them by the Administration—Arab 
or whatever else it may be—which eventually 
undertakes the government of the mandated 
territories, ‘unless, of course, the principles of 
Bolshevism are to be adopted in dealing with 
them. There is no quéstion here of the “ closed 
door’’ to America, but quite the contrary. If 
the Standard Oil Company's rights in Palestine 
are to be recognised—and I have seen no indica- 
tion that they have any desire to abandon 


| them—our rights and the rights of other 


nationals other than enemy in the late Turkish 


| Empire must equally be recognised. To act 


otherwise Would be to adopt the policy of the 
“closed door” in favour of America, and 
against British and other national interests. 
This object is, no doubt, the one that the sup- 
porters of the agitation have in view in the 
strong opposition which they have in this and 
other directions set up against the attempts of 
this country to make itself less dependent upon 
foreign controlled concerns for its supplies of 
oil.

I had a 
eall from Mr, Bedford, the head of the Standard 
Oil Company, on this subject a short time ago, 
on the eve of his departure to the United States, 
and, on my explaining to him the misapprehen- 
tion which existed on the American side as to 
the alleged “ closed door” policy in Mesopo- 
tamia, I am pleased to say that he appeared 
to be quite satisfied, and gave me an assurances 
that he would make it his first duty on arrival 
in America to endeavour to clear up the un- 
fortunate misunderstanding which éxists on this 
subject between the two countries—an assurance 
which I hope shortly to see fulfilled, because I 
am sati that Mr. Bedford—who is a large- 
minded man—is himself well disposed towards 
this country, and would not for a moment sup- 
port any policy of selfishness likely to cause 
disagreement between the two nations. 

I am very pleased to see that Mr. Powell— 
the head of the Anglo-American Oil Co., the 
Fnglish branch of the Standard—in 4 recent 
speech at Barrow, also expressed the opinion 
that no one country could, of course, expect 
to monopolise the oil supplies of the world. 
With these authoritative cxpressions of opinion 
from two of the paincipal representatives of 
American oil interests, [ think we may assume 
that the irritation which has very regrettably 
heen aroused in America recently over this 
matter has no serious foundation, and that it 
will—like many other shght misunderstandings 
between the two countnes—soon sink into the 
oblivion which it deserves. 

Before leaving this subject I would iike to 
refer to the pathetic account which was given 
recently in the Press of the enormous sacrifice 
which the United States had made in depleting 
itself—ndt without valuable consideration be it 
remembered—of its reserves of oil for the wel-

the basis for claiming that American j.roducers 
are entitled to their share in future oilfelds 
wutside of America, as well as the enormous 
ones in the United States and elsewnere which 
they already hold. 

am now wondering when we shall aes 
similar demands put forward by the Bolsheviste 
in regard to the oil supplied to other countnes 
from Baku during the past forty years, — 
from the gold producers in South Africa, an 
even from our own colliery pguprieters for the 
gold and coal of which they have depleted them- 
selves—for the welfare of the rest of the world. 

But I would like to point out that the dram 
on Ameriean reserves will be checked just as 
much, and, in fact, a great deal more, if those 
outside territories are worked by British, 
French, or other nationals than they would be 
if worked by Americans. The only difference 
is that in the latter case America would still 
command its 80 per cent. to 85 per cent. of thie 
oil supplies of the world, and the rest of the 
world be still left almost entirely dependent 
upon the present monopoly. 

No one can reasonably object to American 
producers claiming a fair share of the world’s 
supplies. But every other country in the 
world is entitled to object to their demanding a 
permanent 80 to 85 per cent. of the world’s 
supplies, and to resent most strongly their 
opposition to the attempts of Great Britain and 
other countries to secure their fair share of 
these supplies, and one more iii correspond- 
ing to their own reyuirements. To bring for- 
ward the mandatory principle in support of 
monopoly and of eamiscation of acquired rights 
is to travesty all that the mandatory principle 
means, and the principle which, through the 
League of Nations, the rest of the world is 
endeavouring to establish.
